According toa letter from Semlin, dated’ the 15th 
of laft month, Paffwan Oglon was on the point of open- 
ing the campaign again‘t the Turks. Among the ex- 
traordinary things which have occurred for fome years 
paft, it is certainly not the leaft, that a rebel, fupported 
only by France, and who is deftined by the Direétory 
to be the principal inftrument of the revolution which it 
meditates in Poland, fhould maintain himfelf precifely 
in the angle of contaét between the three powerful em- 
pires of Rufia, Auftria, and Turkey; while 20,000 
regular troops fent by the two firft to the ailiftance of 
the Porte would have been fufficient not only to reduce 
him to obedience, but to annihilate him. 

" Private accounts from Bengal inform us, that the King 
of Ava has fignified his intention of vifiting the Supreme 
Government, for which purpofe uncommon preparations 
were making throughout his country in a ftyle of great 
magnificence. The abject of this vifit. is faid to be to 
congratulatet he new Governor General, the. Earl of 
Mornington, and to fybmit a commercial plan, which 
the King of Ava has fuggefted for the benefit of the 
two countries. _. , ‘ 

There are advices in town from the Weft Indies, 
ftating that 3000 free royalift negroes, who were left in 
the ifland of St Domingo, have been feut by Touiffaint 
to Jamaica. “The Council of ‘the ifland are fomewhat 
embarraffed with the prefent, but they have conducted 
themfelves'with great regularity, and it is hoped that 
they will add to the ftrength of the ifland. , 

The arrefk of Victor Flugues, by order of the Di- 
rectory, proves that fome fufpicions were entertained 
refpecting ‘this attachment to the Government.: It is 
probable that he intended to confolidate his lucrative au- 
thority at Guadaloupe, in the! fame manner ‘as Touf- 
faint L’Ouverture has acted in St Domingo. 

General Championnet is wonderfully jealous of Nea- 
politan cruelty ; he has ordered “ every Commune in 
which a Frenchman may be killed, to be burnt.” ’ ‘The 
French fuffer rone to kill Frenchmen bdt themfelves. 

Circular letters have been fent to the bankers of the

Mr Covarwey ftated, that he had in his hand a 
petition which he fhould read to the Houfe, and move 
for leave to bring it up; but that, if there was the leaft 
objection to its being laid on the table, he fhould. not 
trouble the houfe with faying one word upon the fubject. 

The Speaker faid, the ufual mode was to {tate the 
purport of the petition, then move for leave to bring it 
up. : 
Mr Courtney declared, that it was impoflible to 
ftare the purport without reading the whole. He then 
read the petition. It ftated the different times at which 
Colonel Defpard was arrefted. It having come to his 
kaowledge by public report, that a letter, figned Catha- 
rine Defpard, ~had occafioned a good deal of converfa- 
tion in the Houfe of Commons, he thouglit it was of 
importance to that Honourable Houfe and the public 
at large to ftate what he knew relative to the whole 
contents of that letter. [Here the letter was quoted 
in the petition. ] 

The petitioner then proceeded among other things 
to {tate that he had alfo learned that doubts were enter- 
tained relative to the authenticity of that letter, as well 
asto the truth of the faéts ftated in it. He humbly 
begged leave to ftate that the writer of it, his wife,did, 
he believed, wait upon the Secretary of State and a- 
vow that letter ; that he was himfelf ready to come 
forward and fubftantiate that his treatment had been as 
defcribed in it, if the Houfe fhould call upon him : 
—That he had not, at any one time, uttered a word in 
contradiction of the ftatement contained in the letter ; 
that if the Houfe pleafed he would fate new facts re- 
lative to his treatment which he had never yet difclofed 
to his wife or any other perfon, and that his health had 
fallen a facrifige to his confinement. ‘The petition 
concluded by praying, that he might be examined at the 
bar of the Houfe, and that the Houfe would give fuch 
relief as they might think meet. 

Mr Purr was very anxious that the allegations in 
this petition fhould be inveftigated; but he believed 
there was fomething ftated in it, which was contrary to 
the rules of the Houfe, and whieh therefore would pre- 
vent the Houfe from receiving it. He alluded to that 
part of the srg which referred tu the opinions of 
members of the Houfe. 

The Sreaxer did not think the petition objection- 
able for referring to public report; it was not taken 
from newfpapers ; and one Houfe of Parliament often 
noticed what paffed in another upon public report. 

t Prrr faid, he had not been underitood. His 
objection was not, that the petition referred to the pro- 
ceedings of the Houfe upon public report, but that it 
referred to the- language or fentiments of Members of 
the Houfe. He admitted, that enough was ftated in 
the petition, in other refpeéts, to induce them to receive 
it; but his doubt was, whether that enough was not ac- 
companied with fomething which vitiated the petition. 
Befides the petitioner was near, and the petition might, 
without much trouble, be devefted of its objectionable 
part. He again ftated that no one was more defirous 
than he was, that the allegations contained in the peti- 
tion fhould be regularly brought before the Houfe. 
After a few. words more from the Speaker, Mr 
Courtney moved that the petition be brought up, 
when the motion was negatived without a divifion.

\ COURT OF KING’s BENCH. 
COMBINATION OF SHOEMAKERS, 


yon, in the Court of King’s Bench, London, wherein 
feveral mafter fhoemakers profecuted their journeymen 
for entering into an illegal combination to force an en- 
creafe in their wages. It was ftated that there were 
30,000 journeymen in this fociety. The combination 
was tully proved againit the defendants-in this cafe, and 
the jury found a verdict of guilty. 

Mr Epsxine, as Counfel for the defendants, ftated 
that before he undertook this caufe he had exprefsly 
{tipulated: that this fociety-fhould be broken up; he 
therefore hoped the matters would be fatisfied upon the 
men returning to their work. 

Lord Kenyon expreifed himfelf to the fame purpofe, 
and it was agreed that the other actions againit different 
defendants fhould lie over. ( 

The Counfel on both fides, in ¢xprefling their fen- 
timents, gave the molt decided. opinions againit fuch 
combinations. 

Lord Kenvon— Some of the matters will caft a- 
bout in their own minds, and confider whether they 
may not be the objects of a profecution?, If they were 
to be profecuted and convicted, a much feyerer punifh- 
ment would be inflicted on them than on thofe in infe- 
rior fitnations. I remember, and-.you all remember, a 
very refpectable tradefman in the neighbourhood of Lon- 
don and of Wettminfter, who gave indulgencies to his 
‘men, which occafioned a profecuiion againtt him.”
